OUR  COVER:  The  Cover  this  month  features  a Continental  Currency  note 
from  America’s  very  first  issue  of  paper  money.  A scarce  Twenty  dollar 
May  10,  1775  emission,  it  is  number  79  on  the  100  Greatest  Notes  list;  a list 
that  is  rapidly  becoming  a classic.  David  Rittenhouse,  the  first  director  of 
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our  mint,  is  credited  with  the  border  design.  This  note  was  printed  on  paper 
with  a marbled  edge,  a special  paper  obtained  by  Ben  Franklin  in  France  and 
brought  back  to  the  Colonies  for  this  purpose.  It  was  used  on  some  private 
colonial  issues,  but  this  is  the  only  continental  currency  example  printed 
with  this  paper.  This  note  has  been  expertly  “restored”;  a better  term  than 
repaired  and  one  that  I understand  will  be  used  in  future  references  on  third 
party  grading  encapsulations  that  are  nicely  done.  Crude  work  will  still  be 
designated  “repaired.”

COLLECT  WORLD  BANK  NOTES... OR  START  A YOUNGSTER

Run  out  of  notes  to  look  for. . .at  least  in  the  budget  to  moderate  cost 
category?  Take  a look  at  World  Paper!  It’s  colorful,  often  of  superior 
engraving  quality,  full  of  topical  possibilities,  historical,  educational.  AND. 
there  are  lots  of  inexpensive  notes  to  start  with. 
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No  interest  from  your  children  or  grandchildren?  Bring  them  a neat  note  from 
Africa  or  Asia,  with  a Rhinoceros  or  a Leopard  or  Elephant. . .that  will  catch 
their  eye.  Challenge  them  to  see  how  many  countries  they  can  accumulate. 

The  categories  are  almost  limitless.  I recently  bought  a collection  of  World 
money  that  was  heavy  in  British  and  British  Colonial.  It  is  amazing  how 
many  different  portraits  there  are  of  Queen  Elizabeth.  Starting  with  a young 
child  on  an  early  Canadian  and  progressing  to  an  elderly  woman  on  a new 
Canadian  $20.  In  between  and  young  and  mature  portraits  from  numerous 
countries...  many  showing  off  various  tiaras  and  other  Crown  Jewels. 

You  can  collect  a country,  a topic,  an  era,  whatever  trips  your  trigger.  They 
come  in  many  size  and  colors  and  offer  a fascinating  field  of  study.  I am 
trying  to  see  how  many  countries  I can  accumulate.  Many  can  be  had  for 
less  than  a dollar  or  very  little  more.  If  you  make  a mistake  and  only  get  a 
Choice  CU  instead  of  a Gem,  you’re  probably  only  out  15  cents  or  so.  You 
can  handle  a lot  of  them  with  no  fear  of  dropping  their  value. 

Do  you  speak  German?  The  humor  and  jokes  in  Notgeld  (not  money)  of  the 
German  Depression  years  is  worth  the  cost  of  $1  or  less  for  these  colorful 
items  from  all  over  Germany  and  Austria. 

Are  you  a World  War  Two  buff. ...check  out  Jimmie  Money... Japanese 
Invasion  Money.  They  were  methodical  planners  and  had  currency  ready 
for  all  the  islands  they  conquered,  or  the  islands  they  thought  they  would 
conquer.  Some  are  getting  scarce. . ..but  they  are  still  available  by  the  bundle. 

Do  you  enjoy  music. . .check  out  a number  of  European  countries  that  have 
honored  their  native  composers.  Famous  people  abound  on  currency. 

Collect  the  Royal  offspring  of  Queen  Victoria... that’s  a project  that  could 
turn  you  into  a Geneologist  in  a hurry. 

Did  you  enjoy  collecting  stamps  when  you  were  a kid  and  did  you  enjoy 
the  engraving.  If  you  can’t  make  things  out  quite  as  easily  today,  put  your 
peepers  to  work  on  World  Paper... it’s  big  enough  to  make  out  the  designs.
